We,  as  many  others, 
with  a  new  Administration  in  Washington  that  is  active  and 
trying  to  do  something,  feel  the  worst  is  over  and  that  condi¬ 
tions  will  gradually  improve. 

The  tendency  of  rising  prices  will  not  be  noticed  in  this 
price  iist.  Few  if  any  items  will  be  raised  over  last  fall,  while 
many  are  lowered.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those 
who  so  kindly  gave  us  their  bulb  orders  last  fall.

LILIES 

The  demand  for  lilies  is  greater  than  all  the  other  varieties 
of  bulbs  we  grow  and  each  year  become  more  popular  as  flower 
growers  become  better  acquainted  with  the  numerous  varieties. 
Since  climate  and  soil  conditions  vary  so  much  we  cannot  tell 
you  positively  what  varieties  are  best  suited  to  your  conditions. 
A  trial  planting  of  a  few  varieties  will  show  which  are  best 
adapted.  Few  lilies  will  do  their  best  the  first  year,  as  they 
must  become  estab  ished. 

As  a  general  rule,  large  and  medium  sized  bulbs  are  plant¬ 
ed  about  six  inches  deep  and  small  bulblets  about  three  inches. 
Such  varieties  as  Candidum.  Pardalinum,  Roezli  and  Superbum 
should  be  set  about  four  inches  deep.  We  do  not  set  lily  bulbs 
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on  their  sides.  Reasonably  fertile  and  mellow  soil  should  be 
used.  Morning  sun  with  afternoon  shade  is  fine,  tho  most  lilies 
do  well  in  full  sun  but  blooms  fade  more  rapidly.
